Five U.S. contractors detained in Baghdad

BAGHDAD — Five U.S. contractors 
have been detained in the investigation of 
the slaying of another American in Bagh- 
dad’s Green Zone, officials said Sunday, in 
what may become the first case of U.S. cit- 
izens facing Iraqi justice under a security 
agreement that took effect this year. 

U.S. and Iraqi officials said the five have 
not been charged in the death of Jim Kit- 
terman, 60, a construction company owner 
from Houston, whose body was found May

22 in his car in the Green Zone. He had 
been blindfolded, bound and stabbed. 

Police spokesman Maj. Gen. Abdul- 
Karim Khalaf said the Americans were 
being held at an Iraqi police station inside 
the Green Zone “in connection with a joint 
U.S.-Iraqi investigation” into Kitterman’s 
death but gave no further details. 

“Until now, the detained persons are 
suspects and no formal charges have been 
filed against them,” he told The Associ- 


ated Press. 

U.S. Embassy spokesman James Fen- 
nell confirmed that five Americans were 
in Iraqi custody but said no formal charges 
have been filed so he couldn’t provide fur- 
ther details about the detention. 

A U.S. official familiar with the case 
said the five were being investigated for 
allegations other than murder. He spoke 
on condition of anonymity because the in- 
vestigation was continuing. 


The five were believed to be the first 
Americans taken into Iraqi custody since 
the U.S.-Iraqi security agreement went 
into effect this year. The agreement re- 
moved immunity from Iraqi law enjoyed 
by private U.S. contractors since 2003. 

Embassy officials have visited the men to 
make sure they’re being given their rights 
in accordance with Iraqi law, Fennell said, 
adding “the men appeared well.” 

He said FBI agents were present dur- 
ing a search of the men’s quarters at the 
request of Iraqi authorities.

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Pakistanis tight back after mosque attack

ISLAMABAD — Hundreds of 
Pakistani tribesmen furious over 
a deadly suicide bombing at a 
mosque laid siege to several Tal- 
iban strongholds in their troubled 
northwestern region, killing at 
least 11 militants, officials said 
Sunday. 

The weekend clashes appeared 
to be the latest evidence of grow- 
ing anti-Taliban sentiment in 
U.S.-allied Pakistan, a shift that 
comes as suicide attacks have 
surged and the military wages 
an offensive in the nearby Swat 
Valley. 

The attack on the mosque left 
33 worshippers dead and wound- 
ed dozens more during Friday 
prayers, angering residents of 
the Haya Gai area of Upper Dir 
district. 

Some 400 villagers banded to- 
gether to attack five villages in 
the nearby Dhok Darra area that 
were known militant strongholds, 
said Atif-ur-Rehman, the district 
coordination officer. 

The citizens’ militia has occu- 
pied three of the villages since 
Saturday and was trying to push 
the Taliban out of the other two 
Sunday. Some 20 houses suspect- 
ed of harboring Taliban were de- 
stroyed, he said. 

At least 11 militants had died 
as of Sunday afternoon, district 
police Chief Ejaz Ahmad said. He 
said around 200 militants were 
putting up a tough fight but were 
surrounded by the villagers. 

The government has encour-

aged local citizens to set up mi- 
litias, known as lashkars, to oust 
Taliban fighters, especially in 
the regions that border Afghani- 
stan where al-Qaida and the 


Taliban have hide-outs. But vil- 
lagers’ willingness to do so has 
often hinged on confidence that 
authorities will back them up if 
necessary. 


With the army reporting ad- 
vances against the Taliban in 
Swat that confidence appears to 
be growing. 

Already, military officials say 


that as they’ve proceeded with 
the operation in Swat, local resi- 
dents have grown increasingly 
cooperative, providing tips on 
militants’ hide-outs and more.

Maj. Gen. Hussein Ali Kamal, a senior Iraqi

American ever assassinated there since the 
protected area was established after the city 
fell to U.S. forces in April 2003. 

Iraq assumed control of the Green Zone 
on Jan. 1 under a U.S.-Iraqi security agree- 
ment, taking primary responsibility from the 
Americans for searching vehicles and check- 
ing identity papers at entry checkpoints. 

The Iraqis have begun removing some of 
the protective blast falls around the Green 


Zone — part of a campaign to restore a sense 
of normalcy as violence in the city has waned. 

Violence, however, continues. 

A rocket or mortar slammed into the Green 
Zone on Sunday morning but no casualties 
were reported, according to the U.S. military. 

The attack came little more than two weeks 
after an American was killed when a rocket 
struck the sprawling area that houses the U.S.

Children, troops bond during 
Good Neighbor English Camp

CAMP CASEY, South Korea — Army Pvt. 2nd 
Class Matt Theilicker was having trouble getting 
local student Park Hye-bin to focus on the song 
lyrics being taught Thursday at the 2nd Infantry 
Division’s Good Neighbor English Camp. 

She poked him in the head. She took his sunglass- 
es and put them on her face. She grabbed a bunch 
of pencils in her hand and pretended they were a 
microphone into which she wanted him to sing. 

The girl’s antics may not have been the most con- 
ducive to learning the lyrics, but the bonding she 
did with the soldier was one of the bigger goals of 
the four-day camp that ended Friday. 

“T want to teach the children American culture,” 
said Sophia Lim, the USO’s Area I program coor- 
dinator. “And, many of the soldiers ... just got here, 
and they don’t know anything about Asian culture. 
So, they’ve gotten a good experience and learned 
about Korean culture and Asian culture together.” 

Theilicker said that despite the “hyperactive” 
nature of some of the children, “It’s great to hang 
out with these little kids and teach them some 
English and learn their different personalities and 
how they live. They’re cool to hang out with.” 

More than 30 children from 12 schools in the 
Camp Casey area attended the camp, along with a 
comparable number of soldiers. The camp is one of 
the Area I programs aimed at enhancing relations 
between the U.S. military and the local Korean 
community. 

Lim, who has been involved in all seven 2nd ID 





English camps to date, said the focus of the lessons 
has changed over time. 

“When we started the English camp, it was just 
basic conversation and basic translation. Now our 
focus is useful stuff,’ she said, citing the slang 
found in such things as song lyrics and movies. 

“Real talking,” she said. 

But it was clear to anyone looking on Thursday 
and Friday that children and soldiers alike were 
more into fun than adjectives and adverbs. 

In between lessons, the group visited a variety of 
places, including the 2nd ID museum at Camp Red 
Cloud, Soyo-san Mountain and the Camp Casey 
Bowling Center. 

Lee Yeon-soo, 15, said lunchtime was the high- 
light of her camp experience. 

“The teachers are very kind,” she said. 

Spc. Christopher Jones sounded like an over- 
grown kid himself when he was asked to describe 
the camp experience. 

“Oh man, it’s great getting to know a kid from a 
different culture,” he said, referring to “his” stu- 
dent, 13-year-old Lee Won-woo. “Over the week, 
he’s grown attached to me. I’ve noticed him being 
a little more open to me, tickling me and all that 
stuff. 

“It’s real cool how they open up to you,” Jones 
said. “You think they’re different because of their 
culture, but they’re just like American kids. It’s 
been real fun.” 

Asked what the highlight of the camp experience 
was for him, the boy put his hand on Jones’ back and 
said, “I have friends.”

KADENA AIR BASE, 
Okinawa — Bodybuilders live a 
mixed reality. On one hand, they 
serve as their own worst critic, 
believing there’s always room to 
improve. On the other, they must 
unabashedly market themselves 
to the judges, prove that there is 
absolutely nobody better on stage 
at that moment. 

“While you’re training, you’re 
your own worst enemy, but 
when you get here, you flip the 
switch,” said Matthew Smilek, 
winner of the men’s overall title 
in Sunday’s 3rd Pacific Muscle 
Classic at Kadena’s Keystone 
Theater. “You’re everybody else’s 
worst enemy and the judges’ best 
friend.” 

Sunday’s event was the first 
competition for Smilek, a Camp 
Schwab-based Marine. He has 
been lifting for five and a half 
years and said he trained for 
competition for two years. 

“Pretty amazing,” Smilek said 
of his victory. 

Star Kirkwood of Kadena Air 
Base took the women’s overall 
bodybuilding title and best poser 
award. Kim Keefer of Camp 
Foster won the women’s overall 
figure title. Mitsuhiro Gima of 
Itoman was the men’s masters 
(over-40) winner. 

All told, 35 entrants competed 
for two and a half hours before 
more than 800 people. 

Professional figure competitor 
Jackie Roberts and pro body- 
builder Hidetada Yamagishi 
wowed the crowd with guest pos- 
ing routines midway through the 
competition. 

The competitors completed

strict dieting and a grueling regi- 
men of weightlifting, stretching 
and other exercises. 

“Every show I do is a culmina- 
tion of all that training. You’re 
on stage for maybe five or 10 
minutes, but you’re training for 
a year” or longer, said profes- 
sional trainer Zoa Linsey of Torii 
Station, who’s been competing 
for 10 years and coaching for 
three. She coached six women 
and two men who competed in 
the event. 

The show itself is the “glamour 
part,” Linsey said. “The rest of 
the time is spent in the weight 
room, hair pinned back, no make- 
up or tanning lotion and iPod 
blasting music as you lift.” 

“You’re eating premeasured 
meals, maybe six or seven a day, 
high in protein and low on fat,” 
Linsey said. 

Not everybody subscribes to 
that, including Smilek, whose 
diet went against all conventional 
bodybuilding wisdom: “Burger 
King and Subway,” he said. 

“He’s a genetic freak,” said his 
coach, Jon Goll. 

Whatever the diet, bodybuild- 
ing takes the firmest of dedi- 
cation, said Jason Tingler, a 
Kadena-based technical sergeant 
who placed fourth the men’s light- 
heavyweight division, Smilek’s 
weight group. 

Of those in the weight room, 
“vou know which ones are com- 
mitted,” he said, adding that the 
hardest part is getting started. 

“Make the commitment and be 
serious about it. We’re our own 
worst critics. You never feel like 
you’re ready, that there’s always 
something else you can do to be- 
come better.”

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Hundreds of 
soldiers re-create 
air drop over 
northern France

SAINTE-MERE-EGLISE, 
France — On a field not far from 
where Ralph Manley and thou- 
sands of other American para- 
troopers jumped into history 65 
years ago, soldiers of a different 
era symbolically took their turn 
in Normandy. 

Nearly 400 U.S. soldiers para- 
chuted Sunday into field a couple 
of miles outside of Sainte-Mere- 
Eglise, France, capping off several 
days of activities commemorating 
the 1944 Allied invasion of north- 
ern France, commonly known as 
D-Day. They were joined by more 
than 160 French, British and Ger- 
man soldiers. 

Since 2004, Germany, whose 
military was vanquished in World 
War II, has played an increasing 
role in marking the end of Adolf 
Hitler’s Third Reich. 

On the Western Front, the dis- 
mantling of the German war 
machine began in Sainte-Mere- 
Eglise, the first French town 
liberated. 

“T’m really honored to have 
jumped onto this drop zone,” said 
Spc. Wesley Bird, a paratrooper 
with the 173rd Airborne Combat 
Brigade Team in Vicenza, Italy. 

The parachute drop com- 
menced despite strong winds and 
intermittent showers. 

“Tt went really well,” Bird said 
as he turned to reveal a soiled left 
shoulder. “The end was a little 
shitty,” he laughed. It is, after all, 
a farmer’s field where bovines 
roam. 

A few jumpers had a bit rougher 
time of it. 

Five American soldiers were 
injured and medically evacuated, 
and were treated at French hospi- 
tals. A German soldier apparently 
was stuck in a high tree. More 
details were still pending Sunday 
evening. 

One Navy Seal landed in the 
crowd, though no one on the 
ground was injured. One person 
jokingly observed that, as a Seal, 
he was probably aiming for a 
small river. He made it. The large 
crowd appreciated the effort. 

Conditions, however, were far,

far dicier for Manley, who was 
with the 501st Parachute Infan- 
try Regiment, 101st Airborne 
Division. 

Imagine this: You are 20 years 
old, it’s shortly after midnight and 
you are jumping out of plane in 
bad weather behind enemy lines. 
And you weigh 417 pounds, with 
equipment. Then the plane catch- 
es fire, maybe flak, because there 
was a lot of it the night of June 6, 


1944, and you are one of five para- 
troopers to make it out of the plane 
alive. Thirteen weren’t lucky; nor 
was the air crew. 

“Tt was difficult until daylight,” 
Manley said Sunday. “We were 
widely scattered. It kind of worked 
to our advantage because the Ger- 
mans thought there were a mil- 
lion of us. We were everywhere, 
but not in large numbers.”

Ekiden race sets new participation mark

YOKOTA AIR BASE, JAPAN

Taking it all in was Nancy 
Gamber of Hershey, Pa. Her 91- 
year-old father, Ralph, fought in 
the Battle of the Bulge in Bas- 
togne, Belgium. Of more than 270 
in his unit, only 18 survived the 
German counteroffensive in De- 
cember 1944. 

The reception that veterans, 
soldiers and Americans receive 
in this part of France astounded 
her. Most people in the States 
don’t come close to responding 
this way to veterans and ser- 
vicemembers, she said 
with chagrin. 

“IT just couldn’t be- 
lieve it,’ Gamber said 
of the French people in 
Normandy. “It blows my 
mind.” 

Sgt. 1st Class Rob- 
ert Sciandra of the 75th 
Ranger Regiment would 
second that observation. 
He was part of the jump, 
struggled with the winds 
but arrived safely. A brief 
conversation soon turned 
to the wristband he 
wears bearing the name 
of Sgt. lst Class Dave L.

SAINTE-MERE-EGLISE, France 
— Standing by his Harley at the base of 
a linden tree, Pete Cuthbertson beamed 
like a proud papa as a steady stream of sol- 
diers stepped up to fawn over his vintage 
motorcycle. 

Not wanting to cut any historical cor- 
ners, he outfitted the 1943 military police 
bike with all the right accessories, from a 
leather satchel to a fully loaded cloth tool 
kit. Heck, even the tire nozzle caps were 
real — steel, not rubber, thank you. 

“They take a lot of pride in what they 
are doing,” Sgt. 1st Class Jimmy Cannon, a 
Green Beret, said as he stood over the Har- 
ley 750 WLA. 

And it wasn’t just Cuthbertson’s ride that 
was right with the world either. He wore an 
authentic World War II uniform, vintage 
brown boots, a khaki hat and boxer shorts. 
But more on that last item later. 

Cuthbertson came to Normandy, France, 
this past weekend with a posse of impos- 
ters, though nobody seemed to mind their 
presence. Cannon didn’t care, nor did his 
colleague, Sgt. Thomas DeMoss. 

“It’s honoring the memory of the people 
before them,’ DeMoss said of military 
re-enactors. “They are creating the atmo- 
sphere of how it was.” 

Military re-enactors are a big part of any 
World War II commemoration in Europe, 
particularly those devoted to the United 
States. But who are these people and what 
motivates them? 

Jenny Thompson has spent more than a 
decade researching this phenomenon — or 
hobby, as some call it — for her doctoral 
thesis in American studies. She went on to 
write a book on the subject, called “War 
Games: Inside the World of Twentieth- 
Century Re-enactors.” 

“A lot of re-enactors have relatives who 
fought in a war, especially World War II,” 


Thompson said by phone from her home in 
Evanston, III. 

War, she added, “is something they are 
just fascinated about in general.” For a lot 
of re-enactors, they want to experience the 
discomfort, hardship and fatigue. They 
want to steer away from the Hollywood 
heroics. 

Relatives of war veterans typically fall 
into one of two camps: those with vets will- 
ing to talk about their experiences and 
those whose forebears find them too pain- 
ful to recount. The talkers often spur fur- 
ther interest, while the silent types leave 
their relatives wanting, creating “a deep 
mystery,” Thompson said. 

Hans Van den Driessche’s father was 
called to service by the Belgian govern- 
ment in the early days of World War II. But 
the Germans conquered his country so 
swiftly that he never had a chance to don 
a uniform. 

Van den Driessche briefly served in the 
Belgian military when he came of age, but 
his interest in World War II well predated 





that. As a boy he played with toy soldiers. 
As an adult he plays around with grown- 
up soldiers, visiting re-enactment events 
and tooling around in one of the two period 
vehicles or four motorcycles he owns. He 
always dresses the part, of course. 

“The Second World War is my hobby,” 
said Van den Driessche, who has been at 
it for 21 years. “I like history. I probably 
have enough uniforms for 50 people.” 

Thompson said this type of passion and 
attention to detail is something she experi- 
enced when she was researching re-enac- 
tors back in the United States, though not 
all of them are as precise. To understand 
re-enactors better, she donned uniforms, 
attended events and took on various roles, 
such as a prisoner of war or an ambulance 
driver. The same is true in Europe. 

Clothes, cars, kits and anything else 
related to that era are in play. Incredibly, 
some participants even own World War II 
planes and tanks. They fight mock battles 
and willingly endure the hardships associ- 
ated with the battlefield. A few years back 


in Bastogne, Belgium, a cadre of re-enac- 
tors attending a Battle of the Bulge com- 
memoration in December awoke in the 
middle of the night to conduct a four-hour 
foot patrol. 

Thompson was at one event where a 
group had fashioned their own mail. To 
keep it real, the envelopes had been opened 
and portions of the letters redacted. Min- 
gling about was a combat correspondent. 

“Tt’s a very interesting group of people,” 
Thompson said. “Some people might think 
it’s a little odd. (Re-enactors) are more 
complicated than meets the eye.” 

She found the demographics captivat- 
ing. Most are predominately white men, 
though more women are getting in the 
mood. The average age is about 38. They 
tend to be slightly more educated than the 
mean, and, contrary to conventional wis- 
dom, they come from a wide range of po- 
litical views. 

There are doctors, economists, cops, 
construction workers, college students. 
They give new tilt to the “weekend war- 
rior” phrase. Van den Driessche, for exam- 
ple, owns a confectionary business, while 
Cuthbertson, the re-enactor with the mo- 
torcycle in Sainte-Mére-Eglise’s square, 
designs and makes furniture. 

Cuthbertson’s uniform is _ authentic 
“down to his boxers,” said Cannon of the 
1st Battalion, 10th Special Forces Group 
in Stuttgart, Germany. “They don’t play 
around, and the girls fancy them.” 

The bearer of those old boxer shorts said 
he was at an event when a female admirer 
approached him. Cuthbertson said she 
couldn’t believe his get-up, and was floored 
when he told her he had authentic under- 
wear on. She asked to see it. 

“T told her, ‘You can see it later,’ and she 
took me up on it,” Cuthbertson said with a 
broad smile. “How many times can a mod- 
ern girl go back to the 1940s?”

SALMAN PAK, Iraq — First Lt. Ahmed 
al-Dulmly holds a rolled up piece of paper 
in his hand. 

On it are handwritten requests to his 
Iraqi army headquarters for parts for 
American-made Humvees and pickup 
trucks used by the more than 2,000 sol- 
diers with the Iraqi army’s 45th Brigade, 
which patrols just southeast of Baghdad’s 
city limits. 

“T know it is a lie,” says al-Dulmly, the 
brigade’s supply officer, as he shakes the 
paper in his hand. “I don’t even know 
where the paperwork is going to.” 

Neither do the Americans. That’s why 
the U.S. Army has fielded new training 
squads — Logistics Training Advisory 
Teams — to help officers such as al-Dul- 
mly fix the broken Iraqi military supply 
chain. 

It’s a daunting task. In the years that 
the U.S. military has worked to train Iraqi 
troops to secure their own country, they’ve 
also handed over millions of supplies in 
vehicles, weapons, computers, radios, uni- 
forms, boots. 

At the same time, American command- 
ers have pushed the Iraqis to take this 
equipment, and their own money, to estab- 
lish an independent supply chain. 

That push has proved difficult at best, 
both Iraqi and American troops Say. 

Some Iraqi units get fuel based on how 
many vehicles they have, not how much 
they drive. Some get supplies based on 
tribal influences or personal connections. 
Some get only 10 to 20 percent of what they 
request, so officers like al-Dulmly ask for 
many times more than what they need. 

One U.S. commander said he’s seen Iraqi 
officers work to obtain 30 signatures on a 
single request in order to get a shipment of 
fuel. Another said he’s seen Iraqi medical 
units who have trouble getting light bulbs, 
much less medicines. 

Maj. Gregory Osborn is the leader of 
an Army military training team working 
with the 45th Brigade, which just formed 
in December. The logistics team is meant 
to supplement the Iraqi unit’s work, as he 
explained to the brigade’s deputy com- 
mander last week. 

“We’re trying to get your system to work 
and not rely on our system,” Osborn said. 

Getting the Iraqis to buy in is part of 
the battle. Twice last week, Iraqi soldiers 
didn’t show up for training sessions at the 
nearby American base. They had reasons. 
They were in the midst of their own unit 
inspection, and then many of their soldiers 
took their monthly 10-day leave. 

The logistics teams are trying to per- 
suade officers such as al-Dulmly to be-

lieve in the paperwork. Above him, other 
U.S. advisers are trying to track requests 
up and down the chain. They work to per- 
suade Iraqi leaders to push out supplies 
based on needs rather than on wants or 
personal whims. 

Sgt. 1st Class Eridana Reinoso is part of 
the logistics team working with the 45th 
Brigade. On Thursday, her team visited 
the brigade’s headquarters in Salman Pak 
for the second time. They met with Iraqi 
officers and soldiers in charge of medicine, 
weaponry and vehicles. The communica- 
tions officer was on leave. 

Reinoso met with an Iraqi soldier newly 
appointed to care for the brigade’s stock 
of rifles and ammunition. He said the unit 
has made requests for weapons lockers, to 
no avail. She asked him for a copy of the 
form, which he couldn’t produce. 

“He’s not going to get anything if he 
doesn’t request it,” she says. 

Reinoso knows that there’s only so much 
her team and the Iraqi soldiers can do at 
their level. So part of the team’s task is to 
help the Iragis better use what they have 


and improve unit-level inventory systems. 

When she visits the brigade’s personnel 
office, the two Iraqi soldiers tell her they 
need help with the two computers on their 
desks. They want to know how to use Mi- 
crosoft Word and Excel. 

“OK,” she says, writing it down. “We can 
do that.” 

Other members of the team make lists of 
other training needs, including those of the 
brigade’s medical unit. 

“It’s simple stuff,’ said 1st Lt. Michael 
West-Dominguez, the leader of the logis- 
tics team, who served as an Army medic 
before getting his commission. Some Iraqi 
medics don’t know basic first aid — put- 
ting on a tourniquet, starting an IV, seal- 
ing a wound. 

The biggest need, al-Dulmly and others 
say, is vehicle maintenance. 

“They are used to the Russian stuff,” 
says Staff Sgt. Bryan Leeds, a mechanic 
with the 1st Battalion, 505th Parachute In- 
fantry Regiment, which works closely with 
the 45th Brigade and its fleet of American- 
made trucks. “Ford and GM and Dodge —

you can’t get more American than that.” 

The local Iraqi fuel clogs those Ameri- 
can-made engines. 

The computer-based transmissions in 
pickup trucks and Humvees require spe- 
cial equipment and an English-language 
manual to diagnosis problems. 

A Humvee, with proper care, can last 
20 years. But after every use, its suspen- 
sion system needs to be checked, and often, 
tightened. If the bolts come loose, the chas- 
sis will wear down quickly. 

“People underestimate them,” said Staff 
Sgt. John Snyder, another mechanic with 
the paratrooper battalion, referring to 
Iraqi mechanics. He said most of those he’s 
met know what they are doing. They just 
don’t yet understand the more complicated 
American systems. 

For officers like al-Dulmly, he’s just try- 
ing to understand his own supply system. 

“This is my job. I have to be more serious 
about it,” al-Dulmly says through a trans- 
lator. “But I hate my job because it’s a lie.”

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16 killed in two-hour shootout in Mexico

ACAPULCO, Mexico — Soldiers fought 
for two hours with armed men apparently 
holding police hostage at a house in Aca- 
pulco, leaving one soldier and 15 gunmen 
dead, a military official said Sunday. 

Three soldiers and three Mexican by- 
standers were wounded. Several Mexican 
tourists were evacuated from small hotels 
in the old Acapulco neighborhood, which 
was once popular with Hollywood stars 


Brazil recovers 4 more 
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but has since become run-down. 

The gunbattle erupted Saturday night 
when soldiers received a tip about the 
presence of armed men at a gated house, 
said an army colonel who led the operation 
and spoke on condition of anonymity for 
security reasons. 

The gunmen opened fire and hurled 
some 50 grenades at soldiers who arrived 
at the house, according to the colonel, 
who wore a ski mask as he led reporters 
through the scene. 

Several gunmen tried to flee but crashed 


their car into a Humvee blocking the gate. 
At one point during the fighting, armed 
men with grenades arrived in a car to re- 
inforce the gunmen in the house, but they 
died in the shooting, the colonel said. 
Soldiers found four Guerrero state po- 
lice officers handcuffed inside the garage 
of the house, the colonel said. The officers, 
who were still bound and sitting the floor 
when reporters arrived, said they were 
being held captive by the gunmen, he said. 
The soldiers did not know the police 
were inside when the shootout began, and 
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the colonel said their claims would be 
investigated. 

“We found them like this, handcuffed, 
and they say they were kidnapped. So, if 
they were kidnapped, as they say, then we 
rescued them,” the colonel said, pointing to 
the four men. 

Residents cowered inside their homes 
and several small, low-cost hotels while 
the fighting lasted. 

When the shooting subsided, several 
people too scared to stay in the area were 
evacuated in an ambulance.

bodies from jet crash

REIFE, Brazil — Four more 
bodies were found Sunday bob- 
bing in the ocean near the spot 
where an Air France jet is be- 
lieved to have crashed a week 
ago, bringing the total number of 
bodies plucked from the water to 
six, Brazil’s military said. 

A French helicopter crew re- 
trieved one body, and a Brazilian- 
led search team recovered three 
others. None was immediately 
identified. 

Authorities said pilots search- 
ing the mid-Atlantic also spotted 
additional bodies from the air 
and are sending ships to recover 
them, Brazilian navy Capt. Gi- 
ucemar Tabosa Cardoso said. 

The number or approximate 


number of additional bodies in the 
water was not disclosed. Brazil’s 
military is not releasing informa- 
tion about bodies or debris that 
have not been taken aboard ships, 
after sea trash was mistaken last 
week for a cargo pallet from the 
plane, prompting criticism. 

Flight 447 disappeared and 
likely broke up in midair in tur- 
bulent weather May 31 during a 
flight from Rio de Janeiro to Paris 
with 228 people aboard — all now 
presumed dead. 

The investigation is increasing- 
ly focused on whether external 
instruments on the Airbus A330 
may have iced over, confusing 
speed sensors and leading com- 
puters to set the plane’s speed too 
fast or slow — a potentially deadly 
mistake. 

The French agency investigat-

ing the disaster said airspeed 
instruments on the plane had not 
been replaced as the maker had 
recommended, but cautioned that 
it was too early to draw conclu- 
sions about what role that may 
have played in the crash. 

The agency, BEA, said the 
plane received inconsistent air- 


speed readings from different 
instruments as it struggled in a 
massive thunderstorm. 

Brazilian investigators are 
searching a zone of several hun- 
dred square miles roughly 400 
miles northeast of the Fernando 
de Noronha islands off Brazil’s 
northern coast. 


Families burying 38 children killed in day care fire

HERMOSILLO, Mexico — 
Grieving parents buried their 
children Sunday after a devastat- 
ing day care fire killed 38 infants 
and toddlers in a tragedy that 
stunned Mexico and prompted its 
president to promise a thorough 
investigation. 

Funeral processions drove 
slowly to churches in the north- 
western city of Hermosillo deco- 
rated with balloons and flowers. 

The family of 2-year-old Maria 
Magdalena Millan dropped white 
roses on her casket and attached 
a Dora the Explorer balloon to 
the cross marking her grave at 
one of the first funerals held on 
Saturday. 

“T love you and I don’t want 
to leave you here!” her mother 
screamed. 

President Felipe Calderon ar- 
rived in the northwestern Mexi- 
can city late Saturday to console 
the injured. He wished surviving 
children a speedy recovery and 
promised families full support 
from his health ministry and a 
thorough investigation into the 
cause of a tragedy that he said all 
Mexicans felt. 
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Newly dug graves for children killed during a fire in a day care 
center are seen at a cemetery in Hermosillo, Mexico, on Saturday. 


“I want to say to the mothers 
and fathers of the little ones who 
died that we share their profound 
sadness,” Calderon said earlier in 
the day. 

The death toll rose to 38 on Sat- 
urday after three children died 
in hospitals, according to Sonora 
state health secretary Raymundo 
Lopez Vucovich. Most of the vic- 
tims had died of organ collapse 
caused by smoke inhalation, he 
said. 

The fire initially spread from an 
adjoining tire and car warehouse 
to the roof of the ABC day care 
and sent flames raining down on 
the young children. Fire officials 


still don’t know how it started. 
Delfina Ruelas, 60, said her 
grandchild German Leon died of 
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his burns on Saturday, three days 
after his fourth birthday. 

Ruelas and her husband saw 
televised reports about the fire 
Friday and rushed over. 

“T thought he wasn’t that burned 
and that we would find him OK, 
but he was very burned,” said Ru- 
elas, dissolving into tears outside 
the morgue in the northern city 
of Hermosillo, where she waited 
with 30 other relatives. “They op- 
erated on him yesterday, and he 
held on, but today he couldn’t.” 

Noe Velasquez, an employee 
at a nearby auto parts store who 
helped pull out five toddlers, said 
one of the children’s fathers had 
rammed his pickup truck through 
a wall to get to the children.

South over 
war moves

SEOUL — North Korea ac- 
cused the South of sending pa- 
trol boats into its waters near a 
disputed western sea border and 
warned that any war moves would 
be “shattered to smithereens.” 

The threat Saturday by the 
communist government’s Na- 
tional Peace Committee came 
as many worried that a sea clash 
could quickly escalate into a 
major confrontation amid soar- 
ing tensions over the North’s re- 
cent nuclear and missile tests. 
Deadly battles occurred in the 
area in 1999 and 2002. 

Without providing specifics, 
the North’s official Korean Cen- 
tral News Agency alleged that 
the patrol boats were crossing 
into its territorial waters on daily 
missions. 

It said such aggressors would 
be dealt “merciless punishment 
that will be beyond imagination,” 
and that “war moves will be shat- 
tered to smithereens.” 

South Korea _ rejected the 
North’s allegation. Just two days 
earlier, the South accused the 
North of sending a patrol boat 
across its sea border in the same 
area. The boat turned back with- 
out incident after a 50-minute 
standoff with the South’s naval 
ships, the military said. 

Earlier Saturday, South Korean 
President Lee Myung-bak said in 
a nationally televised Memorial 
Day speech that Seoul would not 
be cowed by the North’s nuclear 
and missile threats.

Militant group gets 
into matchmaking

GAZA CITY , Gaza Strip — At 29, Tah- 
ani is considered a spinster by the stan- 
dards of deeply conservative Gaza. So in 
her search for a husband, she turned for 
help to the best in the marriage business: 
the Islamic militant group Hamas. 

“T gaze at all the men on the street and 
think, ‘Oh God, isn’t there just one for 
me?’” said the young woman with dark 
skin and honey-colored eyes, set off by a 
maroon headscarf. 

Her application is among 287 from 
single women in the files of the Tayseer 
Association for Marriage and Develop- 
ment in Gaza. Photographs stapled to the 
files show Muslim women in headscarves, 
some wearing makeup, some smiling, oth- 
ers looking startled. They all want a hus- 
band, and the Hamas loyalists running 
the association are intent on finding a man 
for each. 

Despite its fearsome reputation else- 
where, Hamas is known here for its cradle- 
to-grave welfare programs for the poor. It 
is a cornerstone of its political support in 
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Gaza, where poverty is deepening as Isra- 
el and Egypt maintain an almost two-year 
blockade of the Hamas-run territory. Now, 
the group is branching out into matters of 
the heart. 

“This is our vision of humanitar- 
ian work,” said Wael Zard, director of the 
Tayseer association. “This makes people 
close to Hamas and makes Hamas close 
to the people.” 

While Tayseer’s matchmaking service 
helps both men and women, it is particu- 
larly important for women since staying 
single is a cruel fate for them in Gaza. 
They are often treated as unpaid maids 
by their extended families and, says Gaza 
sociologist Naser Mahdi, increasing eco- 
nomic hardship has made the marriage 
market even harsher. 

About 40 marriages have been arranged 
since Tayseer opened its matchmaking 
department in 2007. Most women apply 
in secret because it’s taboo for women in 
Gaza to seek husbands outside the tradi- 
tional route. 

Tahani, who spoke on condition that 
only her first name be used because she is 






using the service without her family know- 
ing, said she turned to Tayseer a year ago. 
Her mother died when Tahani was young, 
and none of her relatives were helping her 
find a groom. 

The young woman said she became 
more determined to find a husband after 
Israel’s three-week war on Hamas, which 
ended in January. 

“My brothers held their wives when 
they were scared. I felt lonely,” said Tah- 
ani, a university graduate in social work. 

Most women are shy when they first 
come in the door, said Tayseer matchmak- 
er Nisrin Khalil, 21. 

The applicants, who pay a fee of $10- 
$70, are divided into categories according 
to their eligibility. Women under 25 are 
easiest to marry off; more challenging are 
women over 30 and divorcees. 

“If we see a girl that appears to match 
[a man], but she’s not physically what he 
wants, Ill call him and say, ‘Well, she’s 
pretty, but she’s dark.’ Or ‘she’s short, but 
she’s white.’ We encourage them to be a bit 
more realistic,” Khalil said. 

The one other matchmaking service in

Gaza is little-used. The Tayseer associa- 
tion was originally founded to fund and or- 
ganize mass weddings, a service for poor 
or disabled Gazans who often can’t afford 
the costs of a ceremony. 

While Hamas is considered a terrorist 
group in the West because of its attacks on 
Israel — including suicide bombings — it 
also provides Gaza’s poor with food cou- 
pons, medical care and other services. Its 
social network helped make the group pop- 
ular, gaining it victory over its Palestinian 
rival Fatah in 2006 parliament elections. 

Rania Hijazi, 29, applied to Tayseer in 
March 2008 and two months later mar- 
ried Ashraf Farahat, 36. She said she 
went to the service because she feared her 
family’s matchmaking efforts were going 
nowhere. 

“TI felt embarrassed when I applied,” 
said Hijazi, who has since become a moth- 
er. “But then I said, ‘I won’t find a man any 
other way’ and I tried to be strong.” 

Plenty of other women are waiting. 

“IT want to have a man, a husband,” 
said Tahani. “I don’t think that’s a selfish 
request.” 


Western parties 
claim victory in 
Lebanon voting

BEIRUT — Lebanon’s pro- 
Western coalition declared vic- 
tory early Monday, as _ local 
television stations reported the 
faction had successfully fended 
off a serious challenge by the Shi- 
ite militant group Hezbollah and 
its allies to grab the majority in 
parliament. 

Official results for Sunday’s 
election were not expected until 
later Monday, but the winners 
were already celebrating by 
shooting in the air, setting off 
fireworks and driving around in 
honking motorcades. 

The election was an early test 
of President Barack Obama’s ef- 
forts to forge Middle East peace. 
A win by Hezbollah would have 
boosted the influence of its back- 
ers Iran and Syria and risked 
pushing one of the region’s most 
volatile nations into international 
isolation and possibly into more 
conflict with Israel. 

Lebanese Broadcasting Cor- 
poration, a leading private Chris- 
tian TV station, projected the 
pro-Western coalition to win 67 
seats in the next parliament, with 
52 for Hezbollah and its allies, 
two for independents and seven 
undecided.

High court asked to 
block Chrysler sale

WASHINGTON — Three Indiana state pension 
and construction funds want the Supreme Court to 
block Chrysler’s sale to Fiat so they can pursue an 
appeal in hopes of getting a better deal. 

Also filing emergency papers at the high court 
Sunday were lawyers representing consumer groups 
and individuals with product-related lawsuits. 

An appeals court in New York approved the sale 
Friday but gave objectors until Monday afternoon to 
try to get the Supreme Court to intervene. Chrysler 
LLC wants to sell the bulk of its assets to a group 
led by Italy’s Fiat Group SpA as part of its plan to 
emerge from bankruptcy protection. 

The Indiana State Police Pension Fund, the In-

shooting warns of more violence

WICHITA, Kan. — The man 
charged in the shooting death of 
abortion provider Dr. George Til- 
ler warned Sunday that more vio- 
lence is possible. 

Scott Roeder, being held on 
charges of first-degree murder 
and aggravated assault in Tiller’s 
killing one week ago, called The 
Associated Press from the Sedg- 
wick County jail. 


Tiller, whose Wichita clinic 
was among only a few in the U.S. 
performing third-trimester abor- 
tions, was shot while serving as 
an usher at the Lutheran church 
he attended. 

“TI know there are many other 
similar events planned around 
the country as long as abortion 
remains legal,” Roeder said. 

He would not elaborate. 

Tiller’s clinic in Wichita had 
been a target of regular demon- 


strations by abortion opponents. 
Most were peaceful, but his clinic 
was bombed in 1986 and he was 
shot in both arms in 1993. 

A funeral was held Saturday for 
Tiller. Most anti-abortion groups 
avoided the service, having de- 
nounced Tiller’s shooting. 

Roeder, a 51-year-old abortion 
opponent, was arrested a few 
hours after the shooting just out- 
side Kansas City.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska — Alas- 
kans are concerned over the pros- 
pect that North Korea is getting 
ready to test a long-range missile 
that could reach strategic targets 
in their home state. 

And they are not buying De- 
fense Secretary Robert Gates’ 
assertion during a visit this past 
week to one of Alaska’s many mil- 
itary installations that the missile 
is not a threat to the U.S. 

“T think we would definitely 
be a target because of the oil and 
the military,” said Dale Walberg, 
owner of a small greenhouse 
business in Eagle River. “They 
are just so secretive. What do we 
really know?” 

There has been no direct threat 
against Alaska or anywhere else, 
but the missile North Korea is be- 
lieved to be assembling for a test 
may have a range of 4,000 miles, 
putting Hawaii and much of Alas- 
ka within reach. 

Alaska’s two largest cities, 
Anchorage and Fairbanks, have 
both Air Force and Army bases. 
There’s also Fort Greely, home 
of the Missile Defense Complex. 
The U.S. plans to store 26 ground- 
based missile interceptors in silos 
at the base. 

Other high-profile targets 
would include Prudhoe Bay, the 
largest U.S. oil field, or Valdez, 
the terminus of the 800-mile 
trans-Alaska pipeline. 

Bert Cottle, mayor of Valdez, 
where 16 percent of the nation’s 
domestic oil production is loaded 
onto tankers for delivery to the 
West Coast, said he checked with 
two military leaders in Alaska to 
get their take on the developing 
missile situation and was told ev- 
erything is status quo.

“We are sending the wrong 
message to our enemies by stop- 
ping the placement of these in- 
terceptors,”’ Young’s letter said. 
“While 30 interceptors may be 
enough to counter the current 
threat from North Korea, it is 
clear that it will not be enough in 
the future.” 

U.S. Sen. Mark Begich said 
he would continue to push for 
the installation of the final 14 
interceptors. 

“It may be just one missile posi- 
tioned today, but who knows what 
surprise North Korea will an- 
nounce next?” Begich said. 

Dan Goure, vice president of 
defense studies at the Lexington 
Institute in Alexandria, Va., said 
Alaskans should be outraged by 
the decision to scale back Gree- 
ly’s missile defense program. 

“The most desirable targets 
these guys can hit are all in Alas- 
ka, and the system that is being 
deployed is inadequate,” Goure 
said. “You may say I will trust 
the president to stand up to that 
threat, but do the people of Alaska 
want to be put on that front line?” 

William English, 72, of Eagle 
River, thinks the threat is real. 

“T think they are going to find 
a target to shoot it at, right here. 
You lose Prudhoe Bay and the 
state is gone,” said English, who 
worked as an electrical engineer 
on the North Slope for 26 years. 

English thinks the North Ko- 
rean leader is “crazy as hell.” 

The town of North Pole has just 
2,100 residents, but Mayor Doug 
Isaacson thinks it would likely be 
on North Korea’s list of attrac- 
tive targets. It’s less than 10 miles 
from the Army’s Fort Wainwright 
with 7,180 soldiers and from E1i- 
elson Air Force Base with 3,010 
military personnel. It also has 
two oil refineries. 

Isaacson said he has contact- 
ed public affairs officers at Fort 
Wainwright and local borough of- 
ficials and department heads to 
discuss emergency plans. 

“I am sure that if anybody is 
looking at strategic locations, 
North Pole is probably on the 
radar,” he said.

WASHINGTON — Secretary of State Hill- 
ary Rodham Clinton says North Korea may 
be put back on the list of state sponsors of 


terrorism.

Fatal crash prompts Congressional 
hearings about pilots’ lifestyle, pay

CLARENCE, N.Y. — Long-suffering pilots for 
commuter airlines say it’s about time that Washing- 
ton and passengers alike pay attention to the cock- 
pit, after a federal hearing into the deadly crash of 
Continental Connection Flight 3407 exposed pilots 
who may have been exhausted, under-trained — and 
paid less than the bus or cab drivers who’d ferried 
their passengers to the airport. 

“We have been calling for years trying to get the 
public to understand what their lifestyle is really 
like,” said Capt. Paul Rice, first vice president of 
the Air Line Pilots Association, International, the 
nation’s largest pilot’s union, representing 54,000 
flyers. 

Like Flight 3407’s co-pilot, Rebecca Shaw, Capt. 
Dave Ryter earned around $17,000 in his first year 
with a regional carrier and flew coast-to-coast just 
to get to work because of his placement in Miami. 

Regional carriers like Ryter’s, and Shaw’s em- 
ployer, Colgan Air, handle about half of all domestic 
departures and about a quarter of the passengers, 
about 160 million yearly. 

Those providers pay considerably less than their 
larger counterparts, despite pilot schedules that can 
include multiple daily flights for six days in a row. 

Rice described draining 14- to 16-hour duty days, 
much of that time unpaid and spent waiting in crew 
lounges. With no food on planes, pilots grab meals 
on the run from airport fast-food stands. Perks such 
as holiday and overtime pay don’t exist, he said. 


The National Transportation Safety Board’s re- 
cent three-day hearing into the Feb. 12 crash near 
Buffalo that killed 50 people set off a cry in Con- 
gress for a review of safety at regional carriers, in- 
cluding training, scheduling and pay issues. 

The Senate Commerce, Science and Transporta- 
tion Committee has scheduled hearings Wednesday 
and June 17 on pilot fatigue and safety. A House 
hearing is also planned for June, although no date 
has been set. 

Pilots said fatigue and lower pay are eroding the 
quality of pilots entering the airline industry. 

During last month’s annual meeting of the Re- 
gional Airlines Association, one executive said the 
NTSB hearing into the Flight 3407 crash provided 
a skewed view of safety in an industry that, he said, 
treats entry-level professionals no differently than 
any other industry. 

“We have avery robust safety management system 
in place,” said Joseph Randell, president and chief 
executive of Air Canada Jazz. “In a lot of industries, 
entry-level conditions are onerous for junior people 
who come in at a lower pay. There’s nothing unique 
about the airline business in that respect.” 

Russell “Chip” Childs, president and chief operat- 
ing officer of Delta partner SkyWest Airlines Inc., 
said his company’s research shows no correlation 
between pay and proficiency. 

“People need to understand also that first-year 
pilot pay is a little bit lower because the companies 
put in $30,000 in training costs into that individual 
that first year. That’s very well accepted,” Childs 
said.

Assistant U.S. Attorney Bar- 
bara Bearnson said Murray was 
in federal custody in Nevada and 
will get a court date Monday. 

In charging documents filed 
Thursday, the Secret Service 
said Daniel Murray made bizarre 
statements while opening — and 
then closing within two weeks 
— an $85,000 savings account. 

First, he demanded to know if 
Zions First National Bank was 
solvent, saying, “I’m sure if citi- 
zens happen to lose their money, 


they will rise up and we could see 
killing and deaths,” bank tellers 
told a Secret Service agent. 

On May 27, as a teller count- 
ed out bills no larger than $50, 
Murray delivered a rambling 
discourse on the probability of 
economic and social disorder, 
ending with “We are on a mission 
to kill the president of the United 
States,” a bank employee told the 
Secret Service. 

The next day, Murray with- 
drew the remaining $72,000 and 
closed his account.

Former soldier joins lawsuit 
against supplement maker

Early last month, Robert 
Tropea was at his new job 
at the cash register of an 
Army PX when his former 
sergeant rushed in to deliv- 
er some news: Hydroxycut, 
the weight-loss supplement 
Tropea had taken for three 
months in 2007, had been re- 
called from the market. The 
Food and Drug Administra- 
tion had linked the prod- 
uct to a string of illnesses, 
including liver damage, 
seizures, abnormal heart 
function and a condition 
called rhabdomyolysis. 

Tropea says he was “com- 
pletely shocked”: How could 
an herbal supplement he 
took to trim down do all 
that? At least, he thought, it 
offered an explanation for 
the mysterious turn in his 
health and fortune. 

A former Army radio op- 
erator stationed in Stuttgart, 
Germany, the 27-year-old 
had been medically dis- 
charged from the service 
just six months before. 
After a_ physical-training 
session with his sergeant in 
July 2007, Tropea’s arm and 
shoulder muscles ached as 
they never had before. His 
urine was black. At the hos- 
pital, a blood test showed his 
creatine kinase levels — a 
test for organ and muscle 
damage — were 3,000 times 
the normal limit. 

Doctors diagnosed rhab- 
domyolysis, an acute break- 
down of muscle tissue that 
can damage the liver and 
kidneys and, in severe 
cases, cause sudden death. 
Because rhabdomyolysis is 
most often associated with 


crush injuries, heat stroke, 
alcoholism or drug use, doc- 
tors thought it was unusual 
to see the condition in a fit, 
active-duty | servicemem- 
ber who, according to his 
military records, drank al- 
cohol very rarely, regularly 
passed drug tests and had 
no recent history of trauma. 
Fearing a potentially disas- 
trous recurrence, Tropea’s 
physicians warned him 
against physical exertion of 
any kind. 

He used to bench-press 
hundreds of pounds and do 
push-ups with one arm. Now, 
says Tropea, he has trouble 
picking up his 3-year-old 
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cut Hardcore supplement he 
took. “I had read the label, 
looked at some of the in- 
gredients. Quite a bit of it, I 
didn’t know what it was. But 
they were selling it as some- 
thing safe, and I took what 
they said and ran with it.”

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Kids who move often at 
higher risk for suicide

The more often a family moves, the higher 
the likelihood that a child dragged along to a 
new home will attempt or commit suicide, a new 
study of Danish children suggests. 

Combing through a Danish national database 
of children who have attempted or committed 
suicide, researchers at University of Aarhus in 
Denmark found that a majority — 55 percent — 
of these children had changed residences more 
than three times in their childhoods. Among the 
comparison group of children who never had at- 
tempted or committed suicide, fewer than 1 in 3 
(32 percent) had made more than three house- 
hold moves. 

Each year, 1 in 5 U.S. families moves, mak- 
ing Americans among the most transient people 
in the industrialized world. For some children, 
especially those whose parents work corporate 
jobs or are in the military, a childhood spent 
moving every two to three years is not unusual. 
In 2004, the last year for which child suicides 
were counted by the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention, 4,599 youths between ages 
10 and 24 committed suicide. 

The study underscores “the importance of 
stability on a child’s psychosocial well-being,” 
according to the authors, led by Dr. Ping Qin. 
Children who move frequently suffer a break in 
their relationships with friends and classmates, 
disruptions in their participation in organized 
activities, distress and worries, the authors 
wrote in the latest issue of the Archives of Gen- 
eral Psychiatry. Because the parents often are 
preoccupied by a new home, new job and new 
environment, these children often might find 
they have nowhere to turn with their troubles. 

“A suicide attempt may, to some extent, ex- 
press the need for more attention from their 
parents,” the authors noted, adding that schools 
as well as parents and caregivers should pay 
more attention to the distress of kids with a his- 
tory of being uprooted frequently. 

The authors stressed that they could not tell 
whether frequent moves were the immediate 
cause of the suicidal gestures. It could be, for 
instance, that parents with mental health issues 
are more likely to move frequently, and that 
their children are more vulnerable to mental ill- 
ness themselves because of genetic inheritance 
and upbringing. But even after researchers took 
account of parents’ mental health in their cal- 
culations, children who moved more often were 
more likely to try to kill themselves.

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Amish head West for cheaper land, serenity 


the Young Center for Anabaptist and Pietist Studies 
at Pennsylvania’s Elizabethtown College. Montana, 
with an estimated 540 Amish, and Colorado now 
have the westernmost Amish settlements in the U.S. 
Colorado ranks seventh in the nation in Amish im- 
migration, according to the Young Center. 

Coblentz moved to Monte Vista four years ago 
with his wife, Laura, and their four children. They 
were the 12th Amish family to settle in the area. 

“There are 28 families now,” Coblentz said. “Two 
more families are moving in next week.” 

Others will likely follow. 

“T see it happening where there will be a lot more 
Amish making a westward movement, just because 
of the land prices,” said Stephen Scott, a research 
associate at the Young Center. 

Cropland is worth an average $1,400 per acre in 
Colorado, compared with $6,000 in Pennsylvania 
and about $4,000 in Ohio and Indiana, according to 
a 2007 Census by the Department of Agriculture. 
Cropland values in Pennsylvania jumped 17 percent 
from 2006 to 2007 but by 6 percent in Colorado. 

The Amish are a Christian denomination who 
trace their roots to the Protestant Reformation in 
16th-century Europe and migrated to North Ameri- 
ca in the 18th and 19th centuries.

WESTCLIFFE, Colo. — A new road sign cautions 
drivers to watch for Amish horse-drawn carriages 
in the valley beneath Colorado’s Sangre de Cristo 
mountains.

Amid the serenity and isolation of southern Colo- 
rado, hamlets such as Westcliffe, La Jara and Monte 
Vista are welcoming Amish families who are mov- 
ing West to escape high land prices and commu- 
nity overcrowding back East in Indiana, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania. 

“The reason we moved out West is the farm land 
is a little bit cheaper and it’s not as heavily popu- 
lated, a little more open space and a little more op- 
portunity for young people to get started with their 
own farms,” said Ben Coblentz, a 47-year-old alfalfa 
farmer from Indiana. “The general public seems to 
have a little slower pace of life than what it was back 
east. Everybody here respects us.” 

Of nearly 231,000 Amish nationwide, more than 
60 percent live in Ohio, Pennsylvania and Indiana. 

But from 2002 to 2008, Colorado’s Amish popula- 
tion went from zero to more than 400, according to

‘Resident,’ ‘domicile’ different 


In reading articles about the contrac- 
tors who have lost their status-of-forces- 
agreement status as a result of Contracting 
Command Korea’s updated interpretation 
of the requirement for a SOFA-protected 
contractor to be “ordinarily a resident” of 
the United States, it occurs to me that the 
problem lies in a misunderstanding of the 
term “resident” on the part of CCK offi- 
cials, who are confusing it with the term 
“domicile.” 

One is legally a resident of the country 
whose passport he or she holds, unless that 
person has legally established residency in 
another country by applying for “resident 
alien status,” meaning he or she holds a 
“sreen card,” or similar document, and in- 
tends to make the new country the perma- 
nent home (i.e. live, die and be buried in the 
new country). One is domiciled wherever 
he or she usually sleeps at night, regardless 
of residency. A person who is “ordinarily a 
resident” of the United States may be do- 
miciled in any country in the world, even 
for extended periods of time, without af-

Is arrogance a renewable resource?

here once was an Indianapolis con- 

cert featuring 50 pianos. Splendid 

instruments, pianos. Still, 50 might 

have been excessive. As is today’s chorus 
summoning us to save the planet. 

In the history of developed democracies 
with literate publics served by mass media, 
there is no precedent for today’s media en- 
listment in the crusade to promote global 
warming “awareness.” Concerning this, 
journalism, which fancies itself skeptical 
and nonconforming, is neither. 

The incessant hectoring by the media- 
political complex’s “consciousness-rais- 
ing” campaign has provoked a comic 
riposte in the form of “The Goode Family,” 
an animated ABC entertainment program 
[in prime time]. Cartoons seem, alas, to be 
the most effective means of seizing a mass 
audience’s attention. Still, the program is 
welcome evidence of the bursting of what 
has been called “the green bubble.” 

Gerald and Helen Goode, their chil- 
dren and dog Che (when supervised, he 
is a vegan; when unsupervised, squirrels 
disappear) live in a college town, where T- 
shirts and other media instruct (“Meat is 
murder”), admonish (“Don’t kill wood”) 
and exhort (“Support our troops ... and 
their opponents”). The college, where Ger- 
ald works, gives students tenure. And when 
Gerald says his department needs money 
to raise the percentage of minority em- 
ployees, his boss cheerily replies, “Or we 
could just fire three white guys. Everybody 
wins!” Helen shops at the One Earth store, 
where community shaming enforces social 
responsibility: “Attention One Earth shop- 
pers, the driver of the SUV is in aisle four. 
He’s wearing the baseball cap.” 

The New York Times television critic 


Doonesbury flashback 
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disapproves. The show “feels aggressively 
off-kilter with the current mood, as if it had 
been incubated in the early to mid-’90s, 
when it was possible to find global-warm- 
ing skeptics among even the reasonable and 
informed.” That is a perfect (because com- 
pletely complacent) sample of the grating 
smugness of the planet-savers, delivered 
by an entertainment writer: Reasonable 
dissent is impossible. Cue the pianos. 

“The Goode Family” does not threaten 
Jonathan Swift’s standing as the premier 
English-language satirist. But when a 
Goode child apologizes to his parent for 
driving too much, and the parent responds, 
“Tt’s OK. ... What’s important is that you 
feel guilty about it,’ the program touches 
upon an important phenomenon: ecology 
as psychology. In “The Green Bubble: Why 
Environmentalism Keeps Imploding” [the 
New Republic, May 20], Ted Nordhaus and 
Michael Shellenberger, authors of “Break 
Through: Why We Can’t Leave Saving the 
Planet to Environmentalists,” say that a 
few years ago, being green “moved beyond 
politics.” Gestures — bringing reusable 
grocery bags to the store, purchasing a $4 
heirloom tomato, inflating tires, weather- 
izing windows — “gained fresh urgency” 
and “were suddenly infused with grand 
significance.” 

Green consumption became “positional 
consumption” that identified the consumer 
as a member of a moral and intellectual 
elite. A 2007 survey found that 57 percent 
of Prius purchasers said they bought their 
car because “it makes a statement about 
me.” Honda, alert to the bull market in sta- 
tus effects, reshaped its 2009 Insight hy- 
brid to look like a Prius. 

Nordhaus and Shellenberger note the 
telling “insignificance,” as environmental 
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measures, of planting gardens or using flu- 
orescent bulbs. Their significance is thera- 
peutic, but not for the planet. They make 
people feel better: 

“After all, we can’t escape the fact that 
we depend on an infrastructure — roads, 
buildings, sewage systems, power plants, 
electrical grids, etc. — that requires huge 
quantities of fossil fuels. But the ecological 
irrelevance of these practices was beside 
the point.” 

The point of “utopian environmental- 
ism” was to reduce guilt. During the green 
bubble, many Americans became “cap- 
tivated by the twin thoughts that human 
civilization could soon come crashing 
down — and that we are on the cusp of a 
sudden leap forward in consciousness, one 
that will allow us to heal ourselves, our 
society, and our planet. Apocalyptic fears 
meld seamlessly into utopian hopes.” Sud- 
denly, commonplace acts — e.g., buying 
light bulbs — infused pedestrian lives with 
cosmic importance. But: 

“Greens often note that the changing 
global climate will have the greatest im- 
pact on the world’s poor; they neglect to 
mention that the poor also have the most 
to gain from development fueled by cheap 
fossil fuels like coal. For the poor, the cli- 
mate is already dangerous.” 

Now, say Nordhaus and Shellenberger, 
“the green bubble” has burst, pricked 
by Americans’ intensified reluctance to 
pursue greenness at a cost to economic 
growth. The dark side of utopianism is “es- 
capism and a disengagement from reality 
that marks all bubbles, green or financial.” 
Re-engagement with reality is among the 
recession’s benefits.

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America’s legacy is fading in the Pacific

very time the Atlantic part- 
Bee needs reinvigora- 

tion, U.S. presidents turn to 
our nation’s silent stone diplomats 
— the 36 American military me- 
morials throughout Europe. 

On Saturday, the 65th anniver- 
sary of D-Day, President Barack 
Obama addressed the European 
alliance before the same Norman- 
dy monuments President Ronald 
Reagan used as a backdrop for 
his Cold War “Boys of Pointe du 
Hoc” speech in 1984, a sweeping 
challenge to the Soviet Union. 

But this “good war” magic re- 
mains a solidly European phe- 
nomenon — whether it be D-Day 
or most any other wartime com- 
memoration. Far from the old 
Cold War frontiers, our nation’s 
South Pacific battlefields _ sit 
on the sidelines of great-power 
geopolitics. 

Failure to tend the Pacific 
World War II legacy — which 
would be a strong foundation for 
future engagement — is a strate- 
gic mistake. As the Pacific Basin 
evolves from a safe American 
“lake” into a dangerous geopoliti- 
cal playing field, appreciation of 
our World War II sacrifices there 
might, in the future, tip the scales 
in favor of peace over conflict. 

Little time is left to evoke the 
“sood war” legacy. The United 
States’ benign postwar presence, 
an experience once common to 
virtually every Pacific Islander, 


is now mostly a sepia-tinted myth 
preached by old-timers. The fight 
that helped generate new nations 
goes uncelebrated by the primary 
beneficiaries, an assemblage of 
14 fledgling island democracies. 

It wasn’t always this way. For 
decades after World War II, Pa- 
cific theater veterans could be 
counted on to sustain their own 
heritage. Survivors of the land- 
ing on Tarawa, one of the tough- 
est U.S. fights in World War II, 
saved their battle memorial site 
in 1988, when the young demo- 
cratic Republic of Kiribati decid- 
ed to build a cold-storage plant on 
it for a Japanese fishing fleet. But 
now the battlefield at Red Beach, 
where many people died, is being 
consumed by garbage. 

Few veterans are left to fight 
for their history. The duty of de- 
fending Tarawa’s fading U.S. leg- 
acy has fallen to Leon Cooper, an 
89-year-old veteran and the sub- 
ject of a documentary this year 
chronicling his campaign. 

Elsewhere in the Pacific, mem- 
ories of key American battlefield 
contributions are disappearing. 
In the Solomon Islands, Guadal- 
canal’s Henderson Field, the site 
of the first U.S. strategic offensive 
of the war and named after a Ma- 
rine aviator killed in the Battle 
of Midway, began a re-branding 
process in 2003. It became the 
more “neutral” Honiara Inter- 
national Airport, named for the 
capital.

All memory of America’s mas- 
sive wartime development project 
— the establishment of a Pacific- 
wide logistical support network 
— has almost vanished. 

Even living monuments — the 
islanders who once served the 
United States — have been ne- 
glected. Solomon Islander Eroni 
“Aaron” Kumana, a native coast- 
watcher working behind Japa- 
nese lines, helped save John F. 
Kennedy, our future president, 
whose PT boat was sunk in 1943. 
And although Kennedy invited 
Kumana to his inauguration (he 
was not able to attend), the hero 
had to wait 64 years before fed- 


eral officials bothered to express 
gratitude. By the time U.S. Navy 
Secretary Donald Winter handed 
the old U.S. scout a flag and some 
trinkets in 2007, Kumana was 
deaf and impoverished, and his 
small house had been destroyed 
by an earthquake. With no U.S. 
government money available to 
help, the crew aboard the U.S. 
assault ship Peleliu resorted to 
passing the hat. 

This is no way to tend a legacy. 

In today’s highly wired In- 
ternet society, where history is 
just a few keyboard clicks away, 
it is easy to forget that physical 
memorials, real war graves and 


crumbling fortifications are use- 
ful. In the Pacific, old-fashioned 
polished stone memorials are 
one of the few ways average Pa- 
cific Islanders can connect to the 
United States. 

And at this point, America has 
little else to offer. 

In the Solomon Islands, despite 
the fact that less than 2 percent of 
the population has online access, 
the local U.S. diplomatic pres- 
ence has dwindled to a “virtual” 
Internet embassy. In these un- 
connected regions, a few granite 
diplomats may yet prove a better 
long-term investment than an un- 
usable high-tech showpiece. 

With the United States’ Pacific 
influence on the wane, the clock 
is ticking. Over the next five 
years, as the U.S. struggles to 
fund a dwindling and overtasked 
Navy, Russia, China, Japan, South 
Korea and other Asian countries 
are preparing to invest more than 
$60 billion in a regionwide naval 
arms race. When those new na- 
vies, all accompanied by a corps 
of highly trained, well-funded and 
active flesh-and-bone diplomats, 
start moving into the Pacific 
Basin to work to resolve festering 
environmental, ethnic and politi- 
cal problems, it will be far too late 
for the U.S. to start invoking past 
sacrifices.

Much outrage over Dr. Tiller. What about Pvt. Long? 


All who criticized Dr. Tiller were accom-

wo Americans were murdered last 
week by possibly deranged religious 
and political extremists with crimi- 

nal records, prosecutors say. 

Dr. George Tiller, 67, who performed 
late-term abortions, was shot while attend- 
ing services at the Reformation Lutheran 
Church in Wichita, Kan. on May 31, alleg- 
edly by Scott Roeder, 51. 

The FBI has identified Roeder as a mem- 
ber of the Freemen, a right-wing anti-gov- 
ernment group. In 1996, Scott Roeder was 
charged with criminal use of explosives. 
Roeder’s brother, David, said he suffered 
from mental illness at times. 

The next morning, prosecutors say 
Carlos Bledsoe, 24, a black Muslim con- 
vert who now calls himself Abdul Hakim 
Mujahid Muhammad, opened fire on two 
soldiers with an AK-47 assault rifle while 
driving past an Army recruiting station 
in Little Rock, Ark. in his black SUV. Pvt. 
William Long, 23, was killed. Pvt. Quinton 
Ezeagwula, 18, was wounded. 

Bledsoe converted to Islam in 2004, ac- 
cording to Jihad Watch. He went to Yemen 
to study with a radical imam. He was ar- 
rested and jailed there for traveling on a 
Somali passport. He “wanted to kill as 
many people in the Army as he could,” an 
investigator told journalists. 

Within hours, President Barack Obama 
told the national news media he was 
“shocked and outaged” by the murder of 
Dr. Tiller. After two days of silence, he told 
The Associated Press in Arkansas he was 
“deeply saddened” by the murder of Pvt. 
Long. 

The assassination of Dr. Tiller triggered 
massive commentary in the news media, 
particularly on cable television, much of 


it speculation about how criticism of Tiller 
by pro-life groups may have affected the 
shooter. But the murder of Pvt. Long drew 
little attention. 

“Why the hesistancy to talk about the 
motivations of the man who allegedly 
killed Pvt. William Long?” asked Jeffrey 
Goldberg of the Atlantic. 

The answer to Goldberg’s question ap- 
pears to be that Dr. Tiller’s murder facili- 
tated guilt-by-association charges against 
people liberals want to demonize, while 
Pvt. Long’s murder raises concerns about 
people they want to protect. 

Dr. Tiller was one of only three physi- 
cians in the country who performed abor- 
tions after 21 weeks, when fetuses are 
considered viable. This incurred the wrath 
of pro-life groups, who called him “Tiller 
the killer,’ a moniker not inappropriate for 
someone who performed 60,000 abortions. 


plices in his death, many in the media said. 
Pro-life groups were motivated by “the 
kind of hate that would prompt some ma- 
niac to take a gun into a church and shoot 
a man to death in front of his friends and 
family,” said Mike Hendricks of The Kan- 
sas City (Mo.) Star. 

I don’t recall anyone in journalism de- 
claring that opponents of the wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan are accomplices in the 
murder of Pvt. Long. 

Every pro-life group issued a statement 
condemning Dr. Tiller’s murder within 
hours of his death. The Muslim Public Af- 
fairs Council issued a statement condemn- 
ing the murder of Pvt. Long. The larger 
Council on American-Islamic Relations 
has so far said nothing. 

There is no evidence Dr. Tiller’s killer 
had accomplices. “An armed-to-the-teeth 


Muslim convert on a killing mission at an 
Arkansas recruiting station had a com- 
puter photo of a similar facility in Times 
Square,” the New York Post reported 
Wednesday. “Investigators are trying to 
figure out if anyone else had known about 
Muhammad’s plans.” 

Many journalists try to conflate the 
Christian right with Muslim extremists, 
noted James Kirchick of the New Republic, 
a liberal opinion journal. “But the Christian 
right’s responsible reaction to the death of 
George Tiller should put to rest the lie that 
Judeo-Christian extremists are anywhere 
near as numerous or dangerous as those of 
the Muslim variety,” he said.

ways employee with helping his 
roommate get a concealed, semi- 
automatic handgun onto a plane 
departing Philadelphia.

Milledge switched black carry- 
on bags with passenger Damien 
Young at the gate so Young could 
board the flight to Phoenix with 
the unloaded 9 mm weapon, the 
FBI said in an affidavit. 

Young, 29, was moving to Phoe- 
nix and had asked Milledge about 
the procedures for transporting 
guns. Milledge, 38, instead agreed 
to carry the bag through an em- 
ployee entrance so it would not be 
screened by security. 

Analert fellow passenger saw the 
switch and, sensing that Milledge 
seemed “fidgety,” raised concerns. 
Young, already on the plane, al- 
legedly denied to a US Airways 
manager that he had switched 
bags with anyone. The plane then 
started to taxi, but was soon called 
back to the gate so Young could be 
removed. 

He then admitted the bag was 
his and both men gave statements, 
the FBI said. 


Scientists finding more 
dinosaur bones at quarry 
U SALT LAKE CITY — 

Scientists at one of Utah’s 
major new dinosaur quarries have 
reported finding 60 to 70 new 
bones this spring, including what 
appears to be a 20-foot-long neck 
bone. 

The latest finds are fresh evi- 
dence that the site near Hanksville 
could be a large and important 
source of bones in the coming 
years. 

“In some places you can’t work 
to remove one bone without find- 
ing four or five more,” said Scott 
Williams, collections and exhibits 
manager at the Burpee Museum 
of Natural History, the Rockford, 
Ill.-based institution that’s been 
digging at the site.

slayings linked by DNA, authori- 
ties said. 

Milwaukee County Assistant 
District Attorney Mark Williams 
didn’t rule out refiling the charge 
against Chaunte Ott. He also 
wouldn’t rule out that the slay- 
ing of 16-year-old Jessica Payne 
in 1995 could be connected to the 
killings of six other women from 
1986 to 2007. 

Police said last month that the 
DNA of an unknown suspect was 
found on the other victims and 
Payne, whose throat was slashed. 
However, they also said someone 
else likely killed Payne. 

“T don’t know, we are going to 
have to find out,’ Williams said. 
“We’re investigating to see who 
killed her.”

U.S. shows it can overcome

CHICAGO — Clint Dempsey flubbed a backheel 
five minutes in, Honduras pounced on it and the 
United States fell behind early for the second time 
in four days. 

“Here we go again,” U.S. captain Carlos Bocaneg- 
ra thought. 

Only this time, for the first time in 24 years, the 
Americans came from behind to win a World Cup 
qualifier. Landon Donovan converted a penalty kick 
in the 43rd minute and Bocanegra scored on a div- 
ing header off Dempsey’s knock-down header in the 
68th minute Saturday night for a 2-1 victory over 
Honduras. 

“If we don’t respond and win this game, we’re 
going to be in a bad position. Now we’re halfway 
through, in second place,’ Donovan said. “Right 
now we’re in good position.” 

Seeking its sixth consecutive World Cup berth, 
the United States (3-1-1) is second in the final round 
of North and Central American qualifying with 10 
points, two behind Costa Rica (4-1). El Salvador (1- 
1-2) is third with five points, and Honduras (1-2-1) is 
fourth with four points, one ahead of Mexico (1-3) 
and two in front of Trinidad and Tobago (0-2-2). 

The top three qualify for next year’s 32-nation 
field in South Africa, and the No. 4 team goes to a 
playoff against the fifth-place team in South Amer- 
ica for another berth. After going to the Confedera- 
tions Cup to play Italy, Brazil and Egypt, Team USA 
resumes qualifying at Mexico on Aug. 12. 

“T think our performances the first five games 
haven’t been great — we’ve been OK,” goalkeeper 
Tim Howard said, “but the positive is we’re still sec- 
ond and we haven’t yet reached our potential.”

The United States won a qualifier after trailing for 
the first time since beating Trinidad 2-1 at St. Louis 
on May 15, 1985. It has lost just one home qualifier 
in 24 years, 3-2 to Honduras in September 2001 at 
Washington, D.C. Since then, the U.S. team is 16-0-1 
in qualifying at home. 

A crowd of 55,647 attended the first qualifier at 
Soldier Field, site of the 1994 World Cup opener. 
Although the game was played on American soil, 
the dominant support was for Honduras, a Central 
American nation of about 7.6 million. Fans in blue 
and white appeared to outnumber red-clad Ameri- 
can supporters by a 4-1 margin. 

Coming off a 3-1 loss at Costa Rica on Wednes- 
day, U.S. coach Bob Bradley changed four starters, 
inserting right back Jonathan Spector, left back 
Jonathan Bornstein, midfielder Ricardo Clark and 
forward Conor Casey. DaMarcus Beasley, Marvell 
Wynne Jr. and Jose Francisco Torres were benched, 
and Michael Bradley was suspended for getting his 
second yellow card of qualifying. 

The United States fell behind again when Wilson 
Palacios picked up Dempsey’s bad backheel and 
dished to Carlos Costly, whose left-footed shot beat 
Howard from 22 yards. 

Donovan, who played one of his best all-around 
games, made the penalty after a needless handball 
in the area by Mario Beata. It was Donovan’s Amer- 
ican-record 11th goal in qualifying and 39th in 110 
international appearances. 

Donovan started the play for the go-ahead 
goal with a corner kick that was headed down by 
Dempsey, who outjumped Hendry Thomas. Bo- 
canegra charged in and, horizontal to the field, 
headed it in from about 3 yards for his 11th inter- 
national goal.

Arkansas 9, Florida State 8: At Tallahas- 
see, Fla., Andrew Darr’s two-run double 
in the bottom of the ninth inning won it for 
Arkansas on Saturday. 

Darr, who was hitting just .215 coming 
into the game, had four of Arkansas’ 10 hits, 
including his fourth homer of the year. Bo 
Bigham added three hits, including a two- 
run single that capped a five-run seventh 


when the Razorbacks took a 6-5 lead. 

Arkansas (39-22) returns to the CWS for 
the first time since 2004 when it also elimi- 
nated Florida State in a super regional. 

LSU 5, Rice 3: At Baton Rouge, La., 
Louis Coleman pitched eight innings and 
Derek Helenihi drove in two runs as the Ti- 
gers clinched their 15th CWS appearance 
Saturday. Coleman scattered nine hits and 
struck out five. Matty Ott pitched the ninth, 
striking out Brock Holt with a runner on 
base to wrap up his 16th save. 

North Carolina 9, East Carolina 3: At Cha-

Birdie, birdie finish good for ¢-under 65, victory

DUBLIN, Ohio — Tiger Woods 
broke away from a four-way tie 
for the lead Sunday at the Memo- 
rial with birdies on his final two 
holes, the last one a 7-iron that 
stopped a foot away from the cup 
for a 7-under 65 and a one-shot 
victory over Jim Furyk. 

With a high-charged rally from 
a four-shot deficit, Woods revved 
up the crowd and silenced those 
who questioned his game heading 
into his title defense of the U.S. 
Open at Bethpage Black in two 
weeks. 

He didn’t miss a fairway in the 
final round, the first time he has 
done that in more than five years. 
He missed only five fairways all 
week, his most accurate tourna- 
ment off the tee since the 1998 
Masters. 

Woods won the Memorial for a 
record fourth time, and tourna- 
ment host Jack Nicklaus greeted 
him behind the 18th green. It was 
his second victory this year after 
missing eight months because of 
knee surgery, and Woods figured 
he will get only better. 

“T knew it was coming around,” 
Woods said. “I just wasn’t as con- 
sistent as I needed to be.” 

Furyk made a 20-foot birdie 
putt on the 18th hole for a 69 to 
finish alone in second. 

“T just didn’t beat one guy,” 
Furyk said. “It (stinks) finish- 
ing second. But he played better. 
A 7 under on those greens and 
with the conditions we dealt with, 
that’s pretty spectacular. I just 
wish you all would just quit (tick- 
ing) him off ... so he has to come 
back and keep proving stuff. I 
think he answered a lot of ques-

tions today.” 

Woods finished at 12-under 
276 and won for the 67th time in 
his career. The timing could not 
have been better. He was within 
one shot of the lead going in to 
the back nine at Quail Hollow and 
made nothing better than par for 
a 72. He played in the final group 
at The Players Championship, 
couldn’t find a fairway and closed 
with a 73. 

On a firm, fast course under 
steamy sunshine at Muirfield 
Village, he was close to perfect. 
Woods surged into contention 
with a chip-in for eagle out of 
gnarly rough behind the 11th 
green, following through with one 
hand and eventually using the 
other to pump his fist. He took his 
first lead with a two-putt birdie 
on the par-5 15th. 

After a bogey from the bunker 
on the 16th, Woods was tied with 
Furyk, Jonathan Byrd and Davis 
Love III. But not for long. 

Woods hit his approach to 9 feet 
behind the hole on the 17th, and 
rolled it in for a birdie and the 
lead. After hitting the fairway 
with a 3-iron on the 18th, he hit 
7-iron from 183 yards and let an- 
other raucous cheer indicate the 
outcome. Woods slapped hands 
with caddie Steve Williams and 
tapped in for his best closing 
round to win since the Dubai 
Desert Classic last year. 

Byrd holed out from 82 yards 
for eagle at No. 7 for great posi- 
tion, only to give it away with a 
double bogey from the rough and 
bunker on the 14th. Still, he had 
the best chance to catch Woods. 
Two shots behind, he hit his ap- 
proach to 4 feet on the 17th, but 
missed the putt. Byrd finished 


with a meaningless double bogey 
for a 72 and tied for third with 
Mark Wilson (73). 

Love, who could have avoided 
36-hole U.S. Open qualifying 
Monday with a victory, got into 
contention with consecutive bird- 
ie putts of about 50 feet, only to 
miss an 8-foot birdie on the 15th. 

He fell out of the hunt with a 
bogey from the fairway bunker 
on the 17th, then hitting his tee 
shot into the water on the 18th 
and closing with a triple bogey. 

LPGA Tour: At Springfield, IIl., 
In-Kyung Kim finished with a 
flourish, sinking birdies on two 
of her final three holes to capture 
the State Farm Classic by a stroke 
over Hall of Famer Se Ri Pak. 
Kim fired a 7-under 65 on Sunday 
to finish at 17 under, giving the 
South Korean her second Tour 
victory along with a big momen- 
tum boost heading into the LPGA 
Championship next week. In the 
process, she denied Pak (66) her 
first victory in two years. Hee- 
Won Han (65), Jee Young Lee 
(66) and Angela Stanford (67) 
finished two shots behind Kim. 

Champions Tour: At Lakeway, 
Texas, Bernhard Langer shot 
a final-round 67 Sunday and 
cruised to a six-shot victory over 
Mark O’Meara in the Triton Fi- 
nancial Classic. Langer finished 
at 15-under 201 on The Hills 
Country Club course. O’Meara 
shot a final-round 70. Dana Quig- 
ley finished with a 69 to end up 
another shot back. It was Langer’s 
third Champions Tour victory of 
the season and sixth overall in 
less than two years. He was the 
leading money winner and play- 
er of the year on the Champions 
Tour last year.

stewart starts last, takes Pocono for first victory as owner

LONG POND, Pa. — Tony Stew- 
art won his first Cup points race 
as a team owner, coming from the 
rear of the field and taking a late 
gamble on fuel to win at Pocono 
Raceway. 

The Sprint Cup points leader 
had to start at the back of Sun- 
day’s race because a practice ac- 
cident forced him into his backup 
car. Then Stewart figured he 
could drive the final 41 laps with- 
out a pit stop, and it paid off, help- 
ing snap a 19-race winless streak 
dating to last season. 

Stewart won the All-Star race 
last month for Stewart-Haas 
Racing, and this victory again 
stamped himself as a true threat 
to win his third Cup title. “It’s just 
a little different when you’re the 
one that’s got to be accountable,” 
Stewart said. 

Stewart is the first owner/driv- 
er to win a points race since Ricky 


Rudd at Martinsville in 1998. Carl 
Edwards was second, followed by 
David Reutimann, Jeff Gordon 
and Ryan Newman. 

“T didn’t think he was going 
to be a factor,’ Edwards said of 
Stewart. “I was sure he was going 
to run out.” 

The first Cup points race with 
double-file restarts finished with- 
out a problem. The drivers meet- 
ing lasted nearly 30 minutes as 
last-minute questions were an- 
swered on the new restart rules 
that line up the 43-car field fol- 
lowing a yellow. 

After a caution, Stewart led the 
field to the green flag with 45 laps 
to go in the 500-mile race. His 6- 
second lead over Edwards with 
10 laps left kept getting whittled 
away as Stewart eased off the 
breaks and didn’t push his car to 
save fuel. 

With a lead in the points stand- 
ings and a spot in the Chase for 


the championship all but assured, 
Stewart could afford to take a 
risk. 

IndyCar Series: Helio Castro- 
neves became a three-time winner 
at Texas Motor Speedway in Fort 
Worth when he beat Penske team- 
mate Ryan Briscoe off pit row fol- 
lowing the final stop and stayed in 
front Saturday night. 

Briscoe was dominating the 
race, with more than a 10-second 
lead when a caution flag on the 
150th of the 228 laps bunched the 
field after an extended stretch of 
green-flag racing. 

Castroneves worked past 
Marco Andretti after that restart 
and was on the tail of his team- 
mate when A.J. Foyt IV crashed 
15 laps later. 

When everybody went into the 
pits for the final time, Castro- 
neves had a 6-second stop, beat- 
ing Briscoe and Scott Dixon out 
by more than a half-second and 


leading the final 46 laps of green- 
flag racing. 

The winning margin was 0.39 
seconds, and Castroneves cel- 
ebrated as usual by climbing the 
fence. It was the 16th career vic- 
tory for Castroneves, whose rac- 
ing career was in jeopardy earlier 
this year before a federal jury ac- 
quitted him on most tax-evasion 
charges. The remaining count 
was thrown out before his Indy 
triumph. 

Briscoe finished second for the 
second consecutive week, and 
took over the points lead from 
Scott Dixon. Marco Andretti 
was fourth and pole-sitter Dario 
Franchitti, the Ganassi teammate 
of Dixon, finished fifth. Danica 
Patrick was sixth, ending her 
streak of top-five finishes at four. 

NASCAR’ Nationwide Series: 
Kyle Busch punished the compe- 
tition in the Federated Auto Parts 
300 at Nashville Superspeedway. 


Busch raced to his fourth Na- 
tionwide Series victory of the 
year and ninth overall NASCAR 
victory this season, easily holding 
off Brad Keselowski and Carl Ed- 
wards. Keselowski, the race win- 
ner last year, was second — 0.891 
seconds back. Edwards, a three- 
time Nashville Superspeedway 
winner, finished third on the 
1.333-mile concrete oval. 

Formula One: At Istanbul, 
Brawn GP’s Jenson Button won 
Sunday’s Turkish Grand Prix for 
his sixth victory in seven races. 
Button overtook pole-sitter Se- 
bastian Vettel on the first lap 
following a mistake by the Red 
Bull driver and held on for a 6.7- 
second victory over Red Bull’s 
Mark Webber.

Swiss star wins French title No. 1 to tie Sampras with 14 majors

PARIS — Roger Federer beat 
Robin Soderling, tied Pete Sam- 
pras and won the French Open at 
last. Undeterred by an on-court 
intruder, Federer defeated sur- 
prise finalist Soderling 6-1, 7-6 
(1), 6-4 on Sunday to complete a 
career Grand Slam and win his 
14th major title, matching Sam- 
pras’ record. 

“It’s maybe my greatest vic- 
tory, or certainly the one that re- 
moves the most pressure off my 
shoulders,” Federer said. “I think 
that now and until the end of my 
career, I can really play with my 
mind at peace, and no longer 
hear that I’ve never won Roland 
Garros.” 

On his fourth attempt in Paris, 
Federer became the sixth man to 
win all four Grand Slam cham- 
pionships. “Now the question is: 
Am I the greatest of all time?” 
Federer said. “We don’t know, 
but I definitely have many things 
going for me because I’ve finally 
won all four Grand Slams, and 
I’m particularly happy reaching 
Pete’s 14.” 

Sampras said Federer deserves 
to be at the top of the all-time list. 
“T’m obviously happy for Roger,” 
Sampras told The Associated 
Press in a telephone interview 
from Los Angeles, where he lives. 
“Now that he has won in Paris, 
I think it just more solidifies his 
place in history as the greatest 
player that played the game, in 
my opinion.” 

Midway through the match, 
a spectator ran onto the court 
and tried to put a hat on Federer. 
That only briefly delayed Feder- 
er’s march to the title. When the 
Swiss star hit a service winner on 
championship point, he fell on his 
knees to the clay that had vexed 
him so long, screamed and brief- 
ly buried his face in his hands. 
He was teary by the time he met 
Soderling at the net, and fans gave 
Federer a standing ovation as he 
raised his arms in triumph. 

The supportive crowd included 
Andre Agassi, the most recent 
man to complete a career Grand 
Slam when he won the French 
Open 10 years ago. Agassi pre- 
sented Federer with the trophy. 
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Switzerland’s Roger Federer 

is caught up in the moment 
after defeating Sweden’s Robin 
Soderling for his first title in the 
French Open on Sunday. 


“T’m so happy for you, man,” 
Agassi said. 

“You're the last man to win all 
four Grand Slams,” Federer said. 
“Now I can relate to what it really 
feels like. ... It feels good to be for 
once on the podium as the winner. 
It’s a magical moment.” Tears 
ran down Federer’s cheeks as the 
Swiss national anthem played. 

“Roger, really, congrats to you,” 
Soderling said. “You really gave 
me a lesson in how to play tennis 
today. And to me you’re the great- 
est player in history. So you really 
deserved to win this title.” 

Federer owed Soderling a 
thank-you for easing his path by 
upsetting four-time defending 
champion Rafael Nadal in the 
fourth round. “I kind of was re- 
lieved, because he was going to be 
the hardest one to beat,” Federer 
said. Nadal defeated Federer in 
the French Open the past four 
years, including three consecu- 
tive times in the final. 

A matchup against the 23rd- 
seeded Soderling was much more 
inviting. The Swede had never 
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previously been beyond the third 
round in a Grand Slam tourna- 
ment, and he fell to 0-10 against 
Federer. 

“Yesterday, me and my coach 
were joking,” Soderling told Fe- 
derer during the trophy ceremo- 
ny. “You’ve beaten me nine times 
in a row, and we were joking no- 
body can beat me 10 times in a 
row. But we were wrong.” 

Playing in cool, windy weath- 
er and occasional rain, Federer 
raced to a lead and kept it. Soder- 
ling appeared nervous at the start 
of his first Grand Slam final, and 
Federer kept him scrambling 
with groundstrokes to the corners 
and occasional drop shots. 

Then came the day’s biggest 
surprise. The match was between 
points in the second set when a 
spectator waving a flag climbed 
through the photographer’s pit 
and onto Federer’s side of the 
court. Federer backed away to- 
ward the backstop, but the fan 
caught up with him and tried to 
put a hat on Federer’s head. Secu- 
rity seemed slow to react before 
chasing the man to the other side 
of the court, and he was tackled, 
then carried out. 

There was silence from the 
stunned crowd, then the familiar 
chant of “Ro-ger! Ro-ger!” when 
the bizarre episode ended. Fe- 
derer readjusted his headband, 
Soderling gave him a thumbs-up 
sign and play resumed. Soder- 
ling’s strokes steadied, and he 
pushed the second set to 6-6. But 
Federer played a brilliant tie- 
breaker, hitting aces on all four 
serves, and Soderling could only 
smile. Federer broke serve again 
to start the third set and kept that 
lead the rest of the way. 

Federer won his 14th Grand 
Slam championship at age 27. 
Sampras, who never reached a 
French Open final, was 31 when 
he won his last major title. Fe- 
derer will try for No. 15 begin- 
ning in two weeks at Wimbledon, 
which he has won five times.

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Red Wings crush Pens in Game 5 


Detroit needs only one more victory to win Stanley Cup

DETROIT — The Detroit Red 
Wings got exactly what they need- 
ed: a big victory and long break. 

After hearing how tired and 
beat up they were through four 
games of the Stanley Cup finals, 
the defending champions busted 
out with a devastating display of 
offense and defense and rolled to 
a 5-0 victory over the Pittsburgh 
Penguins on Saturday night that 
put them a victory away from an- 
other championship. 

The veteran-laden Red Wings 
lead the series 3-2 and are closing 
in on their 12th Stanley Cup title 
and fifth in 12 seasons. Detroit 
can wrap this one up Tuesday 
night in Pittsburgh. 

“It’s a huge win,” Red Wings 
coach Mike Babcock said. “The 
biggest part is the extra days off. 
That’s the best thing that we’ve 
got to this point. 

“We'll be a better team.” 

Detroit’s two-game losing 
streak in Pittsburgh quickly be- 
came a distant memory as the Red 
Wings returned to the friendly 
confines of Joe Louis Arena and 
blew away the supposedly fresher 
Penguins. 

The home team is 5-0 in the re- 
match of last year’s finals, so the 
Penguins still have that going for 
them. 

“When you don’t play well at 
all, you have nothing to do but im- 
prove, and we have to,” Pittsburgh 
captain Sidney Crosby said. “The 
situation is pretty clear for us. We 
have to go home and be desperate 
now.” 

Pavel Datsyuk made his 
mark in his first appearance in 
eight games, notching two as- 
sists, drawing a key penalty, and 
knocking leading scorer Evgeni

Malkin to the ice. The Red Wings 
made the Penguins pay for a lack 
of discipline by going 3-for-9 on 
the power play. Detroit was 1-for- 
10 on the power play going into 
Game 5. 

Datsyuk even shook off a slash 
from Max Talbot on his sore right 
foot. 

“When I play more, I’m more 
comfortable,” said Datsyuk, who 
logged 171 minutes of ice time. 
“Tt’s a little bit hard to start with 
the final series when I miss a 
couple of games, but I’m ready to 


play more.” 

Chris Osgood, on the verge of 
his fourth Stanley Cup champi- 
onship — third as the Red Wings 
starting goalie — made 22 saves 
for his 15th playoff shutout, third 
on the NHL career list. He earned 
an assist on Valtteri Filppula’s 
goal for his fifth career playoff 
point, and improved to 11-4 in the 
finals. 

Detroit held a 29-22 shots ad- 
vantage, the first time the home 
team had the edge. 

“The other game is three days 


away so I don’t know if [the shut- 
out] has much bearing on what’s 
going to happen in Pittsburgh,” 
Osgood said. “It’s more important 
for us to get a little break so we 
can be at full capacity when we go 
to Pittsburgh.” 

This series looked firmly in 
the Red Wings’ control after they 
opened with a pair of 3-1 victories, 
but the Penguins seized momen- 
tum with two 4-2 victories that 
made Detroit appear worn out. 

“We had no jump in the last 
game when they scored all the 
goals,’ Babcock said. “It didn’t 
look like they had much jump 
when we scored all the goals. It’s 
amazing how tired you look when 
you’re not scoring and they are.” 

History suggests the Red 
Wings will hoist the Cup again as 
14 of the 19 previous teams to win 
Game 5 in a series tied 2-2 have 
prevailed. 

Pittsburgh won Game 5 in the 
Motor City last year in triple 
overtime to force the series to six 
games, but then was eliminated 
at home. The Penguins are 1-5 in 
Detroit in the past two finals, and 
Crosby failed to score a goal in all 
six games. 

“We won in Game 5 in over- 
time last year and we won a regu- 
lar-season game here, so I think 
we’re pretty confident we can do 
a job here,” Crosby said. 

The Red Wings broke it open 
with four goals in the second 
period — three in a span of 6:42 
— against beleaguered goalie 
Marc-Andre Fleury, who left 
after making 16 saves on 21 shots. 
It wasn’t the bouncy end boards 
that did him in this time, as they 
tormented him in the first two 
games, but rather a suddenly 
potent power play by the Red 
Wings.

than beating a Pro Bowl corner- 
back on a go route. 

Oh, Houshmandzadeh finally 
made it through “The Weave.” 
He burned friction holes through 
a sweat shirt and workout T-shirt 
doing it. 

“We’re trying to correlate it to 
football. It’s teamwork,” Housh- 
mandzadeh said. “But this is 
different. We screw up, we lose 
a play, maybe a game. These sol- 
diers screw up, they lose a life.” 

While getting a preview of the 
50-foot walls and ropes of the 
obstacle course, defensive back 
Jordan Babineaux called out, 
“T’m getting dizzy already! Heat 
exhaustion!” 

Millionaire NFL players crawl- 
ing through the same sawdust as 
privates who make a few hundred 
dollars a month is unique, but not 
unprecedented. 

After two-plus hours under 
the hot sun, the Seahawks were 
reminded of a former NFL col- 
league who made a heroic and ul- 


timately tragic career change. 

“It’s flippin’ crazy, what Pat 
Tillman did,” Houshmandzadeh 
said, before boarding an air-con- 
ditioned, chartered bus that took 
the Seahawks back to their facil- 
ity. “It’s unbelievable. It’s literally 
unbelievable, man, to know what 
he did is what you’re out here 
doing — only 100 times harder.” 

Tillman is the former safety for 
the Arizona Cardinals who gave 
up his NFL career by volunteer- 
ing for the Army as an enlisted 
soldier. He became a Ranger, 
deployed to Afghanistan and was 
killed there in 2004. 

“It’s unbelievable,’ Housh- 
mandzadeh said again. “There’s 
no way you can really have an 
appreciation, being out here, for 
what he did.” 

Seahawks assistant coach 
Larry Marmie, born in 1942, im- 
pressed his players by being one 
of the only coaches to go through 
each of the obstacles. Marmie 
was Tillman’s position coach and 
then his defensive coordinator 
with the Cardinals. 


Marmie and Seahawks safety 
Brian Russell were talking about 
Tillman minutes after they fin- 
ished the confidence course. 

“T was shocked when he first 
told me,” Marmie said of Till- 
man’s decision to give up NFL 
riches for the life the Seahawks 
got only a taste of Thursday. “But 
after I had a chance to talk to him 
and I thought about it, I could just 
see him doing something like 
that.” 

Despite the tragic ending, 
Marmie doesn’t regret not talking 
Tillman out of leaving the NFL. 

“Pat did what he wanted to do. 
It was his calling, his passion,” 
Marmie said. “I just have the re- 
gret that he didn’t come home.” 

Going home, of course, is what 
the Seahawks got to do after their 
day in the Army. 

“Talking to them, the biggest 
sacrifice is the stress on the fami- 
lies,” quarterback Matt Hassel- 
beck said. “We have it tough in 
training camp, being away from 
our families for four weeks. These 
guys are doing tours in Iraq and 


Afghanistan for 15 months.” 

Hasselbeck spent his morning 
with the 555th combat Engineer 
Brigade, manning a machine gun 
while on a simulator clearing im- 
provised explosive devices with 
teammates. Hasselbeck called it 
an “adrenaline rush.” He spent 
the afternoon walking the cours- 
es with a pack on his back — “I’m 
the medic,” he joked. After miss- 
ing the majority of last season 
with a back injury, the Seahawks 
don’t want to risk anything. 

“It’s amazing, to see what a day 
is in these soldiers’ lives. And 
this is probably one of their eas- 
ier days, hosting us,’ Hasselbeck 
said. 

None of the soldiers said they 
wanted to trade lives with their 
privileged NFL visitors, defen- 
sive tackle Craig Terrill said, 
“and that was the coolest thing of 
the day.” 

“They are all very proud of 
their jobs,” he said. “This is an 
all-voluntary military. No one 
forced them to do what they do. 
And they love it.”

TORONTO — Roy Halladay 
pitched a seven-hitter to become 
the first 10-game winner in the 
major leagues as the Toronto Blue 
Jays beat the Kansas City Royals 
4-0 on Sunday. 

Aaron Hill and Lyle Overbay 
homered as Toronto won the rub- 
ber game of the weekend series. 

Halladay needed just 97 pitches 
to record his 43rd career complete 
game and 12th career shutout. He 
was coming off a career-high 133 
pitches in a complete-game vic- 
tory over the Los Angeles Angels 
in his previous start. 

The right-hander allowed seven 
singles in winning his seventh 


straight decision. He struck out 
six and walked none. 

Halladay, the 2003 AL Cy 
Young Award winner, has gone at 
least seven innings in each of his 
13 starts this season and has not 
lost since April 21, when Texas 
beat him 5-4. 

Halladay’s only trouble came 
in the seventh, when the Royals 
loaded the bases with one out on 
singles by Mike Jacobs, Mark 
Teahen and Alberto Callaspo. 
Halladay got out of it quickly, 
striking out Miguel Olivo on three 
pitches and getting Mitch Maier 
on a first-pitch grounder. 

Kansas City, which snapped an 
eight-game losing streak by beat- 
ing Toronto on Saturday, lost for 
the 21st time in 27 games. 
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Overbay extended his hitting 
streak to 13 games with a tow- 
ering solo homer in the second 
inning that bounced off the cen- 
ter-field restaurant. It was his 
seventh homer of the season and 
second in three games. 

Hill snapped an 0-for-25 slump 
with a two-run home run to left 
in the third inning as the Blue 
Jays sent Kyle Davies to his fifth 
straight loss. Davies (2-6) allowed 
four runs and nine hits in eight in- 
nings.

“What do I do now?” the 6-foot-2, 203- 
pound Seattle Seahawks receiver cried 
from atop “The Weave.” 

It was the first test in a confidence 
course, on which soldiers train before 
leaving for Iraq and Afghanistan at 
one of the Army’s most active domestic 
posts. 

Fort Lewis is about an hour south of 
Seahawks headquarters, and about a 
world away from the opulent, lakeside 
training facility in suburban Seattle. 


Beads of sweat dripped off Housh- 
mandzadeh’s goatee and into the saw- 
dust. With green pines stretching into 
the sunny sky, the Seahawks spent this 
90-degree day with 16 units participat- 
ing in operations and exercises to em- 
phasize the similarities in the team 
concepts of the NFL and the Army. 

Houshmandzadeh spent his morn- 
ing with combat medics carrying fic- 
titiously wounded colleagues under 
2-foot-high barbed wire amid simulated 


gunfire. After lunch, Houshmandzadeh 
was trying to weave his body over and 
under a series of horizontal logs to the 
top of the A-frame and back down. 

He got up easily. Getting across 
without falling and embarrassing — if 
not hurting himself — in front of more 
than 50 other Seahawks and dozens of 
soldiers running the course or cheer- 
ing them on? That proved more difficult 
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holes to fire 7-under 65,
